JOHN BALDUCCI

One-sixteenth of the registered 
voters of the Placentia Unified 
School District last Tuesday 
reelected John Balducci to continue 
service as trustee of the $30 million 
dollar a year school entity covering 
parts of several cities. 

Balducci’s vote, however, was by 
far the largest, catching the 
approval of 2,136 of the approximate 
3,740 persons who reported to the 
polls. 

The turnout in the school board 
race was approximately 11.13 per 
cent of the 33,581 registered voters 
from Placentia, Yorba Linda and 
parts of Fullerton, Brea and 
Anaheim. 

Balducci’s popular vote was about 
6.36 per cent of the electorate. 

Winning the second seat and 
replacing present PUSD board 
president John Press was the man 
Press ;supported, Guy — Ehrich. 
Ehrich’s tallies added up to 1,399

votes or 4.16 per cent of the possible 
vote. Both men are employed at 
Autonetics. 

Other candidates in the race ran 
well but received even fewer votes. 
Coming in third was deputy sheriff 
Stanley Interrante, Placentia, who 
had taken the strongest position on 
keeping McFadden Elementary 
School open. The school is located in 
the La Jolla section of Placentia and 
became a political football with the 
PUSD board's unanimous — and 
unexpected announcement that it 
would be closed. 

The announcement appeared to 
be tied in with successful conclusion 
of negotiations between the school 
district andthe Alpha Reassessment 
district projectof Anaheim involving 
a procurement from Anaheim of a 
minimum of $& million — for 
improvements or construction of 
Anaheim-citizen — related — school 
facilities and uses in PUSD. 
McFadden schoo! had been left off 
this list. 


Interrante, virtually unknown at 
the beginning of the campaign came 
in third with 99] votes, just over 400 
votes shy of FEhrich’s total. His 
success appeared to be related to the 
McFadden issue. 

Behind Interrante was Blaine 
Scnooleratt. a Whituer teacher and 
real estate financial consultant who 
received 622. votes. James. RB, 
Janneson, who ran twa VEaTS ago, 
principally on the discontent of the 
Anaheim section of the school 
district. especially around the Rio 
Vista Elementary Si hool sector. 
Prished fifth His vote was 745 

In an election that totind soters 

reluctant to po to the polis. 
Jamieson’s support may have been 
ut by the Anaheim Alpha Project 
decision. Trustees had announced 
that Rio Vista will become oa 
kindergarten through sixth yrade 
neighborhood school instead of 
students attending McFadden 
School tor some of their lasses in a 
eamed effort 


Jamieson and a group of Anaheim 
citizens had previously sought to 
deannex Rio Vista and take it into 
the Anaheim School District. This 
effort failed at state level. Jamieson 
two years ago, with three school 
board seats available. came in 
fourth. 

William Cook, who had strongly 
opposed the extent of the organized 
activity of PUSD teachers received 
5&2 votes. Dr. Phillip W. Borst, vice 
president of Fullerton College, who 
withdrew from the campaign shortly 
after he had filed due to career 
duties, nevertheless appeared on 
the ballot and was accorded 435 
wOtES

The figure was carried in the 
school district's counter proposal 
issued Monday, in answer to first 
demands from members of the 
Placentia Unified Education Assoc- 
lation (PUEA) representing — dis- 
trict’s certificated personnel, 

On the subject of salary and 
benefit. increases. the  PUSD 
document suggests that in the 
1977-78 school vear a 6.7 per cent 
inflationary factory will be in 


evidenee. 

Of this SO per cent will be 
allocated for any inerease in 
teachers salaries, step advance- 
ments, column changes, anniver- 
sary increments, increases in the 
State Teachers Retirement System, 
workman's compensation — insur- 
ance, a new mandatory unemploy- 
ment insurance and increases in 
fringe benefits. 

The trustee document isin 
contrast. to that offered by the 
teachers organization which includ- 
ed demands for higher wages 
running from 12.8 per cent to 30, 31

“Tras an the school districts interest to secure appriasal of the property and 
move toward its acquisition, Although the need tor a fourth high school site ts less 
immediate than the elementary sites, the district will not incurr a penalty for 
nonuse of the site for five years.” 

In the communication, Dr. John Mullender, associate superintendent of PUSD 
schools adds “Lam convinced that a fourth high school site will be needed, but the 
question is When... The district 1s almost certain to be financially better off by 
acquiring a site, even if a non-use penalty has to be paid after five years, 

“Tf Tturn out to be wrong about the need for a fourth high school site, it can be 
sold or traded for other school sites without loss to the district.” 

‘Therefore |recommend that an appraisal of the high school site be included as 
a package with the other three sites.” 

The McFadden School appraisals will be made in three segments, It was 
outlined. One will be the part of the site contiguous to the property owned by the 
city and separated by the flood control channel (where the Whitten Center is 
located). 

The second appraisal would cover the three buildings and land upon which they 
are located bordering on Melrose Avenue. A third would include the playing 
fields, the classroom buildings and land bordering La Jolla Road and the 
gymnasium and land upon which it is located. 

Land size of the McFadden facility is 9.4 acres and it contains lighted fields, a 
luxury at an elementary school. 

The appraisals could cost taxpayers as much as $10,000 with Jackson listing his 
fee as $40 per hour and White as $50 an hour with an assistant’s time rated at $30 
an hour.

Senate Votes 
For Chino Hills

Other items in the 33-page PUSD 
offered contract. include — few 
changes, the district pointed out. 

Both proposals are available for 
the public to read at all district 
schools and in the public libraries of 
Placentia and Yorba Linda and the 
Placentia City Hall. 

Following the final public hearing 
neyotiators for teachers and trustees 
will begin working on a 1977-78 
contract agreement to all parties. 

The trustee document makes no 
mention of an agency shop, sought 
by PUEA, nor binding arbitration 
which the teachers also desire. 
Trustees are stating no position on 
either increased salary scales or 
fringe benefits. 

The management paper covers 
such items as class size, working 
hours, negotiation procedures, 
grievance system, leaves, absences 
and a variety of others. 


PUEA members have requested 
among other things in their first 
proposal that they receive fully paid 
health insurance for their depen- 
dents and dental and _ vision 
insurance for both employees and 
dependents. 

Concerning personnel files, the 
teachers are asking that PUEA 
representatives be allowed to 
inspect their personnel files and 
have a right to attach a response to 
any item or request removal of 
materials. 

Also requested is that material of 
a negative or derogatory nature ina 
personnel file by destroyed after 
remaining in the file for two years. 

Other concessions requested by 
teachers besides wage increases 
include prescription drug coverage 
on a $1 deductible basis; fully paid 
$20,000 life insurance policy, a 
variety of leaves and reduction in 
class sizes. 

In the PUSD document, working 
hours are listed from 8 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. in elementary schools and 7:30 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m. for secondary 
teachers. The lunch period allowed 
is half an hour.

name, Placentia Lake (southwest 
corner of Chapman and Kraemer). 
About 250 units on a 17-acre site, 
roughly 14.5 to 15 units to an acre.

The Shapell vice president

for the moderate income. I don’t 
think there is anything to be gained 
by renting the units. We'll sell the 
homes and give the young people 
who are trying to buy a home the 
opportunity to own one."’

As you mentioned in 
your letter, the idea of expanding 
the membership to include more 
citizen participation is not new. | 
also had thought that this would be 
appropriate, but upon — further 
analysis have changed my mind. 
Therefore I volunteered to Mayor De 
Jesus to answer your letter so that I 
could explain my thoughts. 

Itis the Council's task to weigh all 
viewpoints and arrive at the best 
solution for the community. I have 
found that it is easier to form a clear 
and meaningful decision if there is a 
distinct separation between public 
input and the sometimes cold 
professional opinion. 

The subject of traffic safety is 
somewhat different than the other 
subjects we have to face. It is very 
easy to get input from the public; 
ifdeed, a high percentage of the 
traffic safety items reviewed by the 
City stem from citizen concerns. 
However, it is difficult to pull 
together a composite professional 
viewpoint since there is such a broad 
range of disciplines involved (i.e. 


police, public works, public 
transportation, and traffic engineer- 
ing).

One ot his taxing dues comes as a member of the 
Caltfornia Community College Committee On 
Vthleuies, where, among other duties, he chaired the 
COA’S tl-fated committee on re-leapuing. 

His experiences with statewide re-leaguing make 
hint one of the most respected authorities on 
Califorma’s 103) community colleges. 

“Tteel what we're doing in the community college 
isan educational program and we should develop our 
students.” he says of the threat of open recruiting 
wartare throughout the state. 

Scheidt feels a definite reality is facing California 
junior college athlete programs. 

“Ttwehave rules and regulations we should live by 
them.” he savs of the state's vague recruiting 
restrictions. “But T think it’s a reality that we will 
climinate districts as far as attendance. By this I 
mean a student will be able to go to any community 
college in the state without an inter-district 
apreement.” 

“Tf that comes to pass.’ he continued, * 
thing will apply to athleties.”’

a special invitation from the 
district." 

Rusty Kennedy, a member of staff 
of the Orange County Human 
Relations Commission, explained to 
the state committee that one of his 
organization's responsibilities 1s to 
work with community groups when 
they have disputes with school 
districts, to help them with input 
into the decision making process. 

Kennedy answered ‘no way" to 
the question of whether the PUSD 
board could be convinced to seek 
state assistance. 

“Tf you wait for the board to come 
to you to investigate a decision that 
they've made, you're going to be 
waiting fora long time. The problem 
here is that the board has not been 
responsive. The board will never 
come to you. They are not looking for 
you to come in and look at it and 
criticize their decision. They don't 
want that.” 

Kennedy continued: What we're 
asking trom the state board which 
we feel is within your jurisdiction, ts 
to set policies. This is a problem that 


is occuring statewide. Pve seen half 


a dozen court cases that have come 
out of this. 

“The legal 
requirement that the 
integration must be borne equally 
and itis unfair to have all the burden 
of integration borne by one group. It 
is happening here and it ts 
happening in other places. 

“What we're looking for 1s 
somebody to help us put pressure on 
that school board to reconsider that 
decision for that) very reason. 
Obviously with $8 million coming in 
from the redevelopment fund (Alpha 
Project), that gives that community

(Anaheim) more clout than they 
already had.”

committee was Ruth Chaidez, who 
told committee members ‘*we would 
like to see an investigation.
